It is obviously the interest, both of the con- 
sumers, aud of the gas company, Ihat tin. 


t light obtained, from a given amount ol 


consumption, should be as brilliant us pos- 
sible. 


Illuminating gas, whether obtained fiom 


oils or coal, is composed of hyilrogen, and 
six times its weight of aitbon or the mat- 
ter of charcoal. 
The former, when min- 


gled with air at a red heat, readily 
with oxy»eu, and burns with the evolution 
of much heat but of little light. 
The lat- 


ter burns but slowly at a simple red heat, 
wlulst, at a full white heat, its, combustion 
is free and rapid. 


Every one has noticed, in the burning of 


a eaudle or lamp, that 'when the flame is 
quite small, it burns with a feeble bluish 
light; that, when it is large, it burns with 
an unsteady, feeble, reddish light and much 
smoke; but, when it is of a medium bizc, it 
Lurus with a uniform whiteness. 


.la the first ease, the light is feeble, part- 


ly because the fl.ime is small, and partly be- 
cause there is not a sufficient amount of 
material consumed to keep up the tempera- 
ture at a full white licat, which is about 
forty times as brilliant as a simple red heat. 
,lu the second case, the flume is of a smoky 
red color, because a sufficiency of oxygen 
eiiinot mingle with the gas to burn both the 
hydrogen and the carbon. 
The hitter tail- 


ing to burn, does not contribute its share 
in keeping up the heat, which will then 
soon be reduced to chat of redness. 
At 


this temperature the particles of carbon, 
though heated, give out but a feeble light, 
aud, rising above the flame, become bkok 
a.tid form smote. In the third ease, the 
quantity of oxygen, and oil or coal gas, | 
mingling in proper proportions, will produce | 
perfect combustion, and the particles of' 
carbon, being then at a white heat, will give 
out an intensely brilliant light 
If, how- 


ever, it be fmiiid desirable "that the flame 
should be large, an extra quantity of oxy- 
gen must be supplied, as is done in the use 
of ordinary lamps, by mcaus of a gla'-s 
chimney, which produces a more rapid flow 
of air against the sides and into the interior 
of the flame. 


Each consumer will, therefore, find it to 


his interest to bum neither a very small or 
a very large flame; but so to regulate its 
size as to maintain ita.t a white heat 
This, 


by some attention aud experience, he will 
soon be able to do.
